burn. Jr.. chairman of the \Vnshlngton 
1'arty County Committee:

My Dear Sir:—At u meeting of the 


Washington Party County Committee 
held at Doylestown on Wednesday, 
August L'(ith. 1 was instructed to issue 
a challenge, through jo>., to the Re- 
publican Legislative anil Congressional 
candidates In this county to meet the 
candidates of the Washington party 
for the same ortlees, in Joint debate, on 
the issues of the present campaign. 


The subjects for debute conveniently 


suggest themselves from the platforms 
of the two parties and from the re- 
cord of the State Senator from this 
county In the last legislature. Anuyig 
them I might mention local option, 
The Washington party Is very definite 
in Us eiidorsemenl of this reform, as 
reference to its platform will indicate. 
On the other hand, tlie Itepuhllcan 
platform makes no mention of local 
option, and a resolution to Incorporate 
it therein was overwhelmingly defeated. 
Further than this, Senator Bnckuuin, at 
the lust session of the Legislature, vot- 
ed against and aided in the defeat of 
tile Seiisenicll local option hill. There- 
foie, it must be clear to you, as it Is 
to me, that the Itepubllcan legislative 
candidates lire logically in opposition 
lo the question of local option, while 
tlie Washington party candidates are 
commuted to it. 


The Walnut child labor hill was 


drawn and introduced into tlie last 
session of the Legislature by the Wash- 
ington party Legislative Committee. It 
was a model of advanced thought on 
tlint subject, and, if it hud passed In 
its original form, would have placed 
this s'atc on an equal footing with 
Ohio, NVw York and other stales which 
ha\e alreail.v passed progressive child 
labu, laws. However, when ihLs bill 
reai'hed the Senate, various obnoxious 
amendments 
were 
made 
thereto, 


which were of such u nature as to de- 
stroy its whole intent and 
purpose. 


Itnlhcr than have the bill imss 
as 


amended, it was killed by Us sponsors 
upon Its return to the lower house. 
Senator 
Itnckman 
voted 
for 
tliese 


amendments, 
and 
consequently 
put 


himself on record as being opposed lo 
the passage of ,1 law which would have 
given adequate protection to the child 
workei-s' of this State. Without iiqes- 
tion tlie candidates of tlie Republican 
nnd Washington parties are at Issue on 
this subject. 


The question of good roads is of uni- 


versal Importance. 
The Washington 


party has been emphatic in its decla- 
rations against Commissioner Bigelow 
iind the methods by which the State 
Highway Department hns been con- 
ducted by him. At the last session of 
the legislature, when an effort was 
made to unseat Mr. BlgeKnv, Senator 
Buckman voted for his confirmation, 
and tints placed himself on record as 
unqualifiedly in favor of what is popu- 
larly known ns "Bigelow and Bigelow- 
ism.'' The Washington party tirmly 
believes that good roads can be built 
a( about half their present cost to the 
taxpayers of this state: and Its candi- 
dates are rendy. not only to express 
that belief, lint to snpimit it with con- 
vincing proof. 
,1 have seen published reports to the 
effect that this challenge to debate 
was confined to tile candidates of the 
Itepubllcan party. That is not 
the 


fact. Tile resolution as passed author- 
ized me to challenge through their 
county chairmen, both the Republican 
and Democratic candidates. 
Because 


it has been widely asserted by the 
Republican press that "Progressives 
are returning to the fold," and "their 
iiolicies and platform are identical with 
those of the Republican party;" and 
in order that any false impression 
which such statements may have creat- 
ed may be corrected at oiice. It was 
thought advisable to make the offer 
rantalned herein to the candidates of 
the Republican party first. 


A delmto on the subjects proposed 


would, without doubt, be of interest to 
Hie general public. For that reason 


E have taken the liberty of making 
:his an open letter and have sent copies 
:hereof to the newspapers of the county, 
with a request for the publication of 
tlie same.
